An address delivered at the convention of 
the Dixie Association of the Deaf at 
Raleigh, N. C, August 25-26, 1928, by 
Hugh G. Miller, Chief of the North 
Carolina Bureau. 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: — 
I esteem it an honor to be accorded the 
privilege of addressing you on our Bureau 
work, and sincerely thank, the Executive 
Committee for this honor. 

The Bureau of Labor for the Deaf, which 
was created in 1023 in the Department of 
of Labor and Printing under the commission 
of Mr. M. L. Shipman, through the united 
efforts and influence of the members of the 
North Carolina Association of the Deaf, and 
several membcjrs (including Mr. Frank Grist) 
of the General Assembly, and while it is still 
in its infancy it has accomplished so much 
good that it justifies the expense of main- 
taining it to meet the needs of the deaf. 
Mr. J. M Robertson, who was of great 

mcc in the creation of this division, 

charge and was Chief , from 1023 to 
1025. Mr. F. D. Grist is now Commissioner 
oi this Department. The duties of the 
Chief of the Bureau are to look after the 

re of the deaf in an industrial way, 

ik and secure employment for the deaf 
who need employment, also to gather data 
about the education and qualification of the 
deaf at large. I am still endeavoring to 
Overcome prejudice on the part of employ 
ers against the hiring of deaf workers. But 
glad to say that discrimination against 
their being employed is diminishing slowly, 
and believe that some day the deaf will be 
.rn equal footing with the hearing workers 
in all skilled trades. 

It is very well known to you that the 

rs and teachers in the Schools for the 
Deaf, have no time to go out and correct 
(his wrong impression or to seek and secure 
employment tor those who seek work. 

A remedy for such a condition would be 
the establishment in every State of such 
I Bureau of Labor for the Deaf, as is now 

i ting in North Carolina (the only one 
in the South) and Minnesota. I assure you 
that this bureau would eliminate this by 
bringing about a better understanding be- 
tween the hearing employers and the deaf 
employees, ami classifying the trades and 
and placing the deaf workman 
where be is capable ot making good, and 

enlighten the lives of the deaf in general 
•\ placing them in jobs best fitted to their 
individual I am certain that in 

the course ot time other bureaus will be 
treated in the South. We heartily con- 
gratulate our North Carolina school in hav- 
ing a new and handsome Industrial building 
iQSt completed, and three new linotype 
machines (latest models) have recently been 
installed there. This school is fortunate in 
having tuned the services of a skilled deaf 
Printing Instructor from Florida*, and there 
is no dotlbt but he will turn out some fine 
in the art of printing. This is 
evident through his success in training so 
DM deal operators while Instructor 
at the Florida school. 



who was Secretary of the North Carolina 
Association of the Deaf, during 192S-1927, 
and who was of great assistance to this 
bureau in fighting this bill. The failure of 
the passage of this bill means that the deaf 
can continue to drive their cars without 
molestation, but must be careful about ob- 
serving the traffic regulations. All thanks 
are due Messrs. Robertson, Ham rick, Car- 
rel! , Brendall and Seawell, for their fight 
against the bill. 

HOME FOR ACJCn AND INFIRM DEAF 

Another aim of this bureau is to secure 
the co-operation of this convention now 
assembling, in the proposed establishment 
of this Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf. 
Since I took charge of this division I have 
been debating as to how this problem could 
lie solved without having to ask the legis- 
lature for help. I sincerely hope that you 
may be able to find some way to have it 
established. In n.y opinion it could be sup- 
ported by popular subscriptions of the deaf 
and hearing people. The only expense to 
be met would be that of a hearing matron. 
The whole service of the Home, cooks, 
waiters, dishwashers, gardeners, etc., should 
be furnished by inmates as a part of the 
return for their "keep." In my opinion a 
board (6 hearing and 3 deaf men) should 
be elected by this convention (influential 
and interested men) to administer the af- 
fairs of this Home, unless this convention 
would be willing to assume all responsibility 
for the financial conducting of that institu- 
tion. Of course, I would favor the estab- 
lishing of the Home in Atlanta, Ga., 
because that city is very accessible on all 
lines of railways. I assure you that this 
institution would make the condition of the 
deaf inmates much better than in county 
almshouses, and it would attract the atten- 
tion of influential and interested people, 
who would help the Home from time to 
time. As a matter of fact, we have twenty- 
two deaf people domiciled in different county 
poor houses in North Carolina who need 
the sympathy and help of the deaf. They 
are all lonely and should be removed from 
the public almshouse and put in a Home 
tor the deaf, where they would have other 
deaf to talk with and be able to enjoy a 
little of life's blessings, even though they be 
eld and infirm. They need comfort and 
cheer from their own class in their mis- 
fortune. The sooner the deaf of the South 
establish this Home the more credit there 
will be to them. The matter is urgent. In 
the same class with Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
these institutions can work 
wonderfully and harmoniously, which are 
Mlpported by popular subscription. 

NATIONAL INDUSTRIAL BUREAU 

Referring to the National Industrial 
Bureau, I am in full accord with the move- 
ment to have it created in Washington, 
' . or any where else, because it is my 
firm belief that it would prove very helpful 
lo the deaf in many industrial ways. To 
work in conjunction with this division, we 
could have "swapping** jobs. In most every 
school for the deaf there are Industrial De- 
partments, but in some cases they are in 
the hands of poor teachers. They claim 
that the cause is a lack of funds with which

AM 
terials, tools and equipment is sup 
plied free by the Board of Kduea- 
tion. Then there is the gymnasium 
class, where one can find a basket 
ball game in a modern-equip 
gymnasium. The girls are not 
neglected either. There is a cook- 
ing and sewing class for them, with 
the gymnasium for their sole use on 
another day. The program last 
time was grape jellv in the cook in c 
class, and the girls had all of as 
taking deep breathing exercises. 

Most of the attending deaf divide 
their time with study for an hour 
and then work in the shop for the 
•uther hour. Started in a small 
way late in spring last year, the 
evening school has proved vet \ 
popular and is sure to grow as mon 
become acquainted with it. Mia* 
Pearl Herdman, the principal of 
Gallaudet School, is in charge, ano 
superintends the evening sessions. 
Doris May Broekmayer, tire 
youngest child of the John Brock- 
mayers, was baptized on the Mill . it 
St. Thomas Mission by the Rev. 
Steideman. 

The Bishop Tuttle Memorial, 
erected on the site of the Sehuylei 
Memorial House at 1210 Locum St .. 
where the deaf for the past thirty 
years had their social affairs 
lectures, under the auspices of St. 
Thomas Mission, will soon be open 
ed, and we look forward to ftgfcifl 
suming the pleasant gatherings then 
as in the past.

Every year millions of Christmas 
seals are sold in this count i 
control and prevent tubercuh 
They have become a symbol of the 
great war that is being w 
against an ancient, prevent a hie 
disease. But in 1904 the Christmas 
seal originated in a small way to 
give a chance for health to a group 
of tuberculous children in a foreign 
country. 

In that year a children's hospital 
was needed in Copenhagen, Den- 
nark. A postal clerk in that city 
named Kinar Holboell heard of this 
and conceived the idea that stamps, 
especially designed to decorate 
Christmas letters and packages, 
could be made to finance the cost 
of the building. His enthusiasm 
won for him the endorsement of the 
Danish royal family, and the Christ 
mas seal was designed and pi 
on sale in the post-office. The 
good citizens of Denmark purcli 
enough of them to insure for the 
sick children the best medical and 
nursing care available. 

From 1907 to 1910 the National 
Tuberculosis Association had I 
organizing its warfare against the 
disease with the support of foremost 
scientists, but with little funds. To 
strengthen the organizations work, 
the Ameiican Red Cross joined with 
it in the Christmas seal sale. The 
partnership between these two great 
welfare bodies lasted for ten fi 
Then, in l c >20, it was dissolved he- 
cause the American Red Cross dc 
sired to continue its annual Roll Call, 
begun in the years of the Great War 
and it did not wish to appeal to the 
public for funds twice a \ 
Since that time only the double 
> emblem of the tuberculosis 
movement has appeared on Christ 
mas seals. 

Through the power of the Christ 
mas seal, state after state was gra- 
dually organised to attack tul 
cnlosis with a scientific program. 
The state organizations entered the 
large cities and counties ami formed 
local associations. Together, led 
by the national body, they b 
brought into existence nearlv all of 
the present -da v community ni a 
ehinery for combating tuberculosis. 
A pioneer in in the field of social 
service in America received a U 
from his mother conn nine 

one of the bright-colored little 
stamps. 

His name was Jacob Riis and, 

his CUfioaity aroused bv this iuu 
decoration, he inquired about its 
purpose. The possibilities of its 
use in the United States impu- 
him. He wrote an article that 
published in the "Outlook/ 1 in 
which desctbed what the stamp ha 1 
achieved in Denmark. 

In that article, Miss Bmil] 
Bisaell, of Wilmington, l>< 
found the solution of her own 
problem; namely, how ro raise 
$3,000 for a tuberculosis pavilion in 
her State. She organized the first
